New Elevators Ready to Receive 
Grain by September Ist 

Buffalo.—A company which, accord- 
ing to the incorporators, will handle 
millions of bushels of grain, has been 
formed by Dr. John G. Knoll, of this 
city; John L, Peters, formerly cashier 
of the Citizens’ Bank of Buffalo; Wil- 
liam H. Heacock, of Lockport, and 
John R. Brodie, president of the Great 
West Grain company of Brandon. The 
new company is to be called the Na- 
tional Elevator company, and — will 
have offices in Buffalo and at Winni- 
peg. 

“The purpose of the new company,” 
said Dr. Knoll, “is to erect 400 small 
grain elevators in the Canadian north- 
west to store the thousands of bushels 
of grain which every year lies along- 
side the railroad lines until those rail- 
roads are able to transport it. We are 
incorporated for $5,000,000 under the 
laws of South Dakota, a large part of 
which stock has been subscribed for. 
We will have 100 new elevators ready 
by September 1 

“Americans do not begin to realize 
the wonders of the Canadian  north- 
west. There are 15,000,000 acres under 
cultivation now, and in the near fu- 
ture 165,000,000 will be cultivated. The 
figures are staggering. Every year 
200,000 persons from the United States | 
und Europe are going into this dis- 
trict. The increase in land cultivated | 
is 25 per cent. each year, At the pres-| 
ent minute there are 974 elevators in, 
dhavation there, and there should be 
3,500 of them.

Regina, Sask.—After na tour of in- 
spection covering Battleford, Saska- 
toon, Prince Albert, Fort Qu’Appelle 
and Moose Jaw, the committee ap- 
pointed to select a suitable site for the 
Saskatchewan university, have award- 
ed the honor to Saskatoon, 

President Murray predicts that in 
five years’ time Saskatchewan uni- 
versity would be on a par with the 
four leading universities of Canada, 
There was no reason why there should 
not be 500 students in five years. The 
buildings would cost half & million 
dollars. The maintenance would 
amount to $100,000. 


Germans Want Treaty With Canada 

Berlin.—The statement that there is 
a possibility of a commercial treaty 
heing concluded between Germany and 
Canada comes as an agreeable sur- 
prise to German business men, who 
deplore the fact that they are losing 
ground rapidly in Canada. The Tage- 
blatt points out that a settlement of 
the conflict with Canada will pave the 
way for the regulation of commercial 
relations with England, and urges 
that an agreement of a permanent 
nature should be arrived at as soon 
as possible. “There is all the more 
necessity for the early conclusion of 
such an agreement on a sound basis,” 
it says, “as there seems to be every 
prospect of the idea of tariff reform 
being realized in England.”

AUTHORS’ WIVES.

The domestic life of many famous 
authors of the past points to the fact 
that married happiness and_ literary 
work do not always go hand in hand, 
Jane Welsh, for instance, who mar- 
ried Carlyle, scarcely knew the meun- 
ing of matrimonial felicity. Her 
heart had been given before her mar: 
riage to Edward Irving; but the gift- 
ed orstor was engeged to a Miss Mar- 
tin, and was held to his vow. Jane 
Welsh therefore married Carlyle, and 
three lives were thus irreparably in- 
jured. And when the famous author 
lived the life of a recluse for six 
rs in Ecelefechan, his wife con- 
ed that to her it was the ‘‘bitter- 
ness of death.” In fact, the hardships 
of those six years permanently injur- 
ed her health, and her misery was 
further inerersed by reason of Car- 
lyle’s irritability and bad temper.

HE MAKES NEW DISCOVERIES, 


Prof. Sayce Finds Human Beings In 
Remote District. 


The discoverer may pursue his 
quests in various renlms. He is not 
confined to geogranhy and physical 


science, nnd Prof. Sayee’s field is the 
long-dead centuries, to whose secrets 
he finds his way by tha, guide-posts 
of newly-found monuments, He has 
pnnounced from Khartoum, whence 
he hes lately returned, that traces of 


PROF. SAYCE. 
an early Christian community have 
been found on the Blue Nile, south 
of Khartoum, in Nubia, and equi- 
distant from Khartoum and the Abys- 
sinian border, Evidences of early 
Christian civilization have not been 
found so far south before, Accords 
ing to the pottery surrounding the 
skeletons, the date is the seventh 
or eighth century, and the pottery is 
marked by Coptic religious symbols, 
such as the processional cross, the 
fishes, and the palm branches. It was 
between 1850 and 1860 that, as the 
third jubilee of the British Museum 
reminds us, Layard’s famous Assyrian 
and Babyionian remains were pres 
sented to the nation, and before 1877 
Prof. Sayee had published a valuable 
series of works on the syrian lan- 
guage and on comparative philology,

When the Holy Spirit records any- 
thing several times He wust desire to 
call special attention to it, as we sug- 
gested in a recent lesson. He must 
therefore intend that we give good 
heedsto the account of Saul's conver- 
sion, recorced in this lesson and in 
chapters xxil,and xxvi. and also to 
Paul's statements elsewhere concern- 
ing itSas in Gal. i, 18-17; 1 Tim. 1, 11- 
17. This chosen vessel (verse 15) was 
permitted to blindly go his own way 
till the time came, which God bad al- 
ways foreseen, to stop him and turn 
him about in the right direction. Let 
oll those who are pleading with God 
for wayward sons or daughters, hus- 
bands or wives or possibly for parents 
be encouraged by this wonderful man- 
ifestation of the grace of God, and 
may they hear the Spirit saying, “Thy 
prayer is heard” (Luke {, 13; Acts x, 
$1; I John v, 14, 15), and then patient- 
ly but expectantly await God's time to 
make manifest the answer. Could 
there possibly be a seemingly more 
hopeless case than this one? And yet 
see how wondrously God wrought 
when His time came. Notwithstand- 
ing the triumphant death of Stephen 
and all that Saul must have heard and 
seen at that time he still continued his 
murderous career and was on his way 
to Damascus in the same spirit when 
suddenly from being a persecutor of 
Jesus he became His most devoted 
bond slave and faithful witness. He 
saw the risen and ascended Jesus 
(verse 17) as truly as Stephen did; he 
heard himself addressed by name in 
that double form by which the Lord 
addressed Abraham and Moses and 
Samuel; he was convinced of his great 
sin and, with true penitence, cried, 
“Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” 

Soon it was reported everywhere 
“that he who persecuted us in times 
past now preacheth the faith which 
once he destroyed” (Gal. 1, 23). The 
light from heaven was a great light 
above the brightness of the sun, and 
Paul said, “I could not see for the 
glory of that light." What blessed 
blindness, a sight cf Jesus making us 
blind to all else! May it ever be so 
with us, blind and deaf to all but the 
face and voice of Jesus. The Lord's 
question, “Why persecutest thou Me?” 
was in the Hebrew tongue, for which 
there must have been some reason. 
Was {t because Saul prided himself on 
being “an Hebrew of the Hebrews?” 
(Phil. if, 5.) Our Lord's reply to Saul's 
“Who art thou, Lord?’ was, “I am 
Jesus of Nazareth whom thou perse- 
cutest,” the name that Saul had so 
hated and that so many proud Jews 
hate to this day. When Saul saw the 
diated one as the Lord of Glory his 
mouth was forever shut concerning 
himself and his previous good opinion 
of himself, and from that day he was 
ready to die for Him in whose right- 
eousness alone he now rejoiced (Phil. 
{if, 8, 9). The humbled man was three 
days without sight or food or drink 
(verse 9). He was led by the hand Into 
Damascus and must have had a never 
to be forgotten experience in the reve- 
lation of his Lord and of himself which 
came to him those days. Unless we 
can truly say from the heart Rom. vil, 
18, we need to see more clearly the 
beauty of the Lord until the constant 
atterance of our heart becomes ‘Not I, 
but Christ,” “Not I, bit the grace of 
God” (Gal. fl, 20; 1 Cor. xv, 10). It is 
refreshing to mect in this record a 
good man named Ananias, for the 
other one of chapter v so dishonored 
the name that to this day it is a rare 
thing to find a man of that name, It is 
s0 much more easy to smirch a name 
than to redeem it. How careful we 
should be not to dishonor or bring re- 
proach upon that worthy and beauti- 
ful name by which we are called, the 
name of Jesus Christ our Lord (Jas. 
i, 7). 

Let us also remember that all fl! 
treatment of those who bear that 
name means to Him ill treatment of 
Himself, even ns He taught when here 
in His humiliation, “Te that despiseth 
you despiseth me” (Luke x, 16). 

How honored this Ananias was to be 
the Lord’s messenger to Saul with 
such a message, “Receive thy sight 
and be filled with the Tloly Ghost!" 
Andrew was greatly honored to be 
permitted to bring his brother Simon, 
as we think of the 3,000 who came 
through Simon Peter at Pentecost, but 
think of what God wrought through 
Saul. If the humble man who empha- 
sized to the young stranger in the con- 
gregation that stormy morning that he 
never would be happy till he “looked 
nnd lived’ had never led another soul 
to Christ than C, TH. Spurgeon, would 
he not have been honored beyond 
measure?

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KEEPING BUDGET DARK 


UTMOST SECRECY !S OBSERVED 
BY CHANCELLOR. 


Huge Sums of Money Might Be Made 
if Features of Financial Statement 
of Britain Might Be Found Out In 
Advance, But Facts Are Jealously 
Guarded by a Few—News Once 
Leaked Out In Gladstone's Time. 


It is worth hundreds of thousands | 


of dollars to some people to know in 
advance the exact details of the Brit- 
ish budgets. There are speculators 
on the Stock Exchange who could 
make a fortune out of the knowledge. 
To holders of brewery stocks, a hint 
or a whisper from the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer before he begins to 
“rob the henroosts” would be a boon 
and a blessing. But happy is he who 
expecteth nothing, for he shall not 
be disappointed. With Mr. Lloyd- 
George, as with other Chancellors of 
the Exchequer, ‘“‘mum’s the word.” 
How he provides for an estimated de- 
ficit of $75,000,000, and raises the 
wind, as the saying goes, for the 
national housekeeping next year, is a 
secret which he locks up in his bos- 
om until the moment he stands up 
in the House of Commons and draws 
the veil aside. 

No doubt the man in the street 
often wonders how it is that, with so 
many members of the Government 
and so many officials necessarily in 
the confidence of a Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, his secret is always so 
well kept. The fact is that the ac- 
tual ‘details of the budget are known 
to very few people in advance, It 
may be questioned whether at any 
time there are more than two or three 
members of the Cabinet who can tell 
a public audience, if they should be 
invited to do so, precisely upon whose 
hard-earned money the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer is going to exercise 
his art. 

Certainly the members of the Gov- 
ernment outside the Cabinet have not 
much more than a general notion as 
to what is likely to happen, and it 
may turn out that a material part 
of their general notion is wrong. One 
might go farther and say that even 
the Cabinet as a whole are rarely 
in possession of the details in advance 
of any year’s budget. For within the 
Cabinet is always an inner Cabinet 
--the Finance Minister’s personal 
friends and supporters, the men from 
whom he often seeks counsel and as- 
sistance, or who, by right of their 
intimacy, proffer him counsel and 
azsistance, These are the Ministers 
to be counted on the hand, who could 
tell more tales out of school than any 
others. By carefully choosing their 
brokers and covering their opera- 
tions: they could, if they liked, make 
large additions to their fortunes 
through their knowledge of the facts, 
and none would be the wiser, Yet 
everyone can be perfectly certain 
they will not use their official knowl- 
edge for any private purpose of this 
sort, An American politician might 
say this is foolish. The answer is 
that it is honest, and that it is Brit- 
ish, and no case has ever been 
kngwn of a Cabinet Minister failing 
to observe this unwritten law. 

Sut there are two—or, say, three— 
men who know more of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer’s secret than 
anybody else, the Permanent Finan- 
cial Secretary and the Permanent 
Administrative Secretary at the 
Treasury, and the Chancellor’s own 
private secretary. The two Perman- 
ent Secretaries know the budget as 
a mother knows her baby; know it 
through all its phases and all its 
figures; know it in its early promise 
and its later disappointment; know 
it through all its train of worries, 
anxieties, and perplexities. All the 
year, in fact, they are fixing up the 
Chancellor’s financial scaffolding for 
him, so that for nine months he has 
practically nothing to do in financiai 
matters except dream and hope and 
scheme. Not until he knows what his 
deficit or surplus is through the labors 
of these men can he seriously start 


work on his budget and display to) 


the world his talents as a financial 
genius—or otherwise. 

Of course, there are dozens of 
officials and clerks at the Treasury 
who get a glimpse of the budget in 
quarter lights and half lights before 
it is actually unfolded to the House. 
Hundreds of memoranda pass from 
department to department, hundreds 
of letters are drafted, corrected, ex- 
amined, and copied. Withal, the 
Chancellor keeps nis golden secret. 
Everybody who has the smallest re- 
sponsibility with respect to it at the 
Treasury is on honor to be faithful 
to his trust. 

Yet budget secrets have leaked out 
from time to time, nevertheless, 
One instance which comes to mind 
concerns one of the famous budgets 
of the most famous of England’s 
Finance Ministers—-Gladstone. His 
private secretary, connected with a 
noble family, consciously or uncon- 
sciously betrayed the secret of his 
chief. It was, indeed, said that he 
had been ‘‘got at.” In any case, his 
enveer was ended. Gladstone was 
not the man to forgive a secretary 
who failed to recognize that a still 
tongue makes a wise head, and he 
“fired him out’ without more ado, 
Dunraven, Journalist and Mariner. 

Lord Dunraven, who celebrated his 
sixty-eighth birthday recently, is one 
of the few peers who have been war 
correspondents, and the only peer 
who holds an extra-master’s  certifi- 
exte for navigation, His yachting ex- 
ploits, of course, are well known, and 
he varies this hobby with big game 
hunting and picture-collecting. Lord 
Dunraven served in the South African 
war as a captain of a corps of sharp- 
shooters. He had smelt gunpowder of- 
ten before, but not in the capacity of 
soldier. He served in the Abyssinian 
campaign of 1867 as correspondent of 
The Daily Telegraph, and, later, acted 
in a similar capacity for the same pa 
per during the Franco-German war,

Though he draws his re- 
venue largely from the gambling 
syndicate that controls Monte Carlo, 
he expends his wealth in furthering 
scientific knowledge and the nautical 
museum which he is having built

And for those who are too 
lazy to win a livelihood from the 
earth, visitors from ali countries of 
the world, pleasure seekers, who 
troop to Monte Carlo with swelling 
pocketbooks, are willing to spend 
their cash with a prodigality unequal- 
ed anywhere else in the world. 

The smallness of his domain en- 
ables the prince to watch every detail 
of its administration. Every street 
must be clean and spotless, or the 
derelict workman is called upon to 
explain to the despot why the work 
has been so poorly done. 

No native is allowed to play at 
the casino. Let. foreigners come and 
spend their wealth liberally if they 
will, that is their own matter, but the 
prince will not have the poor of his 
kingdom dropping sums they can not 
afford with the inevitable harvest of 
discontent, misery and tragedy.

who has the power of an Ivan the 
Terrible, but who lives more like a 


Herbert Spencer, sets out on his trips 
of sea exploration.

As a matter of fact, she if twice the 
size of the usual ocean-going destroy- 
ers, and her special business is the 
destruction of destroyers. She was de- 
signed to accompiish thirty-six knots. 
The Swift came out of dry dock at 
Greenock.
